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derable Fleet from * Holand joyn- 
ed him, on the Twenty fourth 
of September ; and having rece1- 
ved fix Plate ſhips with their 
convoy whom they expe&ed from 
Cadiz, they both together ſet ſail 
homewards. 

General Blake returning with 
the Engliſh Fleet from Plymouth 
towards the Downs, diſcovered 
the Dutch Fleet commanded by 
De Witt and De Ruyter Tiding at 
the. back of the Goodwin-Sands , 
after that they had ſent their 
charge into Holland ; Blake reſol- 
ved to have engaged them, but 
the winde blowing hard hindred 
his attempt then untill afterward ; 
the ſeaſon being more fayourable 
on the Twenty eighth of 0Fober , 
with three Co of Ships 
he made up. to.them ; but fin- 
ding them ſo well prote&ed by the 
Sands among(t which they rode, 
and: haying run aground the $9- 
wareigu and Reſolntion , ( which 
31G. were 
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were preſently got off again ) in. 
his too raſh nach with the 
pn Ships, he was forced to de- 
iſt. DeWitt and De Rxjter 1n the 
entry of a War being aſhamed 
thus to be braved, voluntarily 
left their advantagious ſtation , 
came forth and fought the. Eng- 
liſh; but with ſo great loſs , 
that notwivhſtanding all the cou- 
rage and conduct employed by 
the two Admiralls during the 
action , they were forced to run, 
leaving many Ships burnt and 
ſunk ; and were purſued by the 
Engliſh within twelve Leagues, 
E.S. E. of the Maes, on the 
Coaſt of Holand ; till with the 
remainder of the Fleet ſhattered 
and torn de Wit and de Ruyter got 
into *Goree.

This Defeat ſpurr'd the Dxtch

Rich Fleet of Merchant-men , 
coming from the Streights , and

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the eleventh of February General 
Blake having joyned the Portſmouth 
Fleet at Beachy-head , he failed 
the height of Portlaxd, and there 
lay croſs the Ehannel , expeting 
' the coming of the Dutch: On the 
Eighteenth , about break of 
Gay, were diſcovered Van Trump 
and De RAujter with their Fleet , 
to the number of between three 
and four hundred Sail , Men of 
War and Merchant-men : The 
Engliſh ſtoutly bore up and en- 
gaged them , and were with no 
tels valour received by the 
Dutch ; but -Blake reſolving to 
make them ſenſible , that it was

umvirate of Generals of equaland 
joynt authority, Blake, Dean, and 
Monck , on the ſecond of Tune, 
came in fight of the Dutch 
Fleet , and about eleven or 
twelve of the Clock - engaged 
them. It was fought till night 
with much blood and fierce reſo- 
lution ; but the Engliſh accuſto- 
med to victory , having loſt 
Dear, one of their Generals, ply- 
ed them ſo warmly, that they 
thought it ſafeſt to fly to Blaxck- 
exburgh ; General AZonck, purſu- 
ing them at the heels to ſeven 
fathom water. During the whole 
fight Vice-Admaral De Rxyter and 
Rear- Admiral Zawſo» on the 
Engliſh ſide , having fingle{ 
themſelves out , fought {ſingly 
with ſuch courage and emulat1- 
on as might be expeted from 
two Commanders of ſo much 
Fame and Honour. 

Hardly can there be ſhown 
greater ftruglings for Vi tory , 
| | OT 
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or ſtiffer ambition for greatneſs 
than appeared in the Dutch, du- 
ring alt} this War ; who the 
more they were beaten ( like 
balls againſt a wall ) the ſoones 
they rebounded : About the lat- 
ter end of Iuly, Van Trump and 
De Ruyter from Zealand, and De 
Witt from Holland, {et out again: 
to ſea ; and being joyned, made-_ 
up a Fleet-of Ninety Sail of Men. 
of War, and ten Fireſhips. Gene- 
ral Monck, with a Fleet far leſs. 
in number being then abroad , 
the twenty nineth, of. Zuly towards 
night came up with them : but 
the Maſter of his Ship fearing 
the enemies Fireſhips , and: advt- 
{ing him- not to venture. an En- 
gagement*, the General in anger, 
and in terms more of a fſtour.. 
Commander , than expert Sea- 
man :; bid him Tarr again: And: 
{o with prodigious courage gave: 
them their af , and moſt tatal' 
defeat, in theſe ther Wars with: 
3: the- 
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the Commonwealth of Fxz/and : 
wherein beſides the loſs of 
Twenty ſix Men of War , their 
Admiral Fan Trump ended his 
daies ; and of all the Flagſhips of 
their Fleet only that of De Auy- 
ter had the fortune to come into 
Port with the Flag ſtanding. 
After the death of Yaz Trump , 
Opdarz was made Admiral in his 
place, a Land-Souldier and Offi 
cer of Horſe ; the States proba- 
bly thinking, that by matchin 
thequality of their Admiral wit 
that ' of the Engliſh General 
MAforick, ; they might equal their 
fortune : De Witt Vice-Admiral , 
and De Ruyter Rear-Admuiral - of 
Holland, But whilftt the Dazch 
are firting for new aftion , 
though with ſomewhat ſlower 
"procedure than - formerly, their 
heat and ftrength being much, 
cooled and abated ; ' there ſtarts 
up in Exgland a new Statholder ; 
Oliver Cromtwel General of the 
KS wo Army 
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Army made Protector of the 
Common - wealth. This New 
Uſurper , knowing that -his _ 
authority being forced , violent, - 
and againſt nature, needed grea- 
ter confirmation and ſupport , 
than he could expect from the 
free and voluntary obedience of 
an overpowered people :_ and 
the States general finding them- 
ſelves much weakened by the 
paſt War, they both underſtood 
one*another ſo well , and their 
ſeveral 1ntereſts, that abour' the 
latter end of January 1653. a 
ce was concluded betwixt. 
them, which at that time ſtopr 
the troubled humours, but remo- 
ved not the cauſes of relaples. 
After 'this peace, De Anyter 
tranſports himſelf wuh his 
Wife , Son Engell De Rayter , 
two daughters, and the reſt of his 
family ; from Flaſhing ,: where 
he had formerly lived , to: Ame 
flerdam., as the place of his fu-

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ture reſidence , and more con' 
ſpicuous ſtage of Honour : but 
here he had hardly warmed his 
new Houſe, when the States 
found new buſineſs for him in 
the Old Streights, The Pirates 
of theſe Seas after their wonted 
manner ſo ircommoded Nav1- 
pation in theſe parts , that De 
Rxzter with a Squadron of Men 
of War in azo 1654. was ſent 
by the States to ſuppreſs and tame 
their infolency : In his Voyage 
thither he friendly met with his 
ancient enemy Blake, who then 
was in the Streizhts with a Fleet 
of Ships upon the account of the 
Protector. and Commonwealth 
of England ; where they ſaluted 
each other , ſhook hands, and 
parted” in very good terms ; and 
De Rnyter continuing his courſe 
ro Argzers ; in a ſhort time fo 
humbled the Corſairs of that 
lace , Tripoli and Tarnnts , that 
e brought them to a peace , 
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Admiral-De Ruyter. 3Þ : 
though of ſhort duration ,.and, 
ſo with honour and-applauſe re- 
turned back again to Hofard.-:. 
where ſhortly after a_ greater 
field of honour was .delſigned - 
for him. | E .

fore: This inſtance of the States- 
General {o prevailed with him , 
that he declared: War againſt the 
King of Svedland, and invaded 
bis Kingdomes ; wherewith the 
Swede being allarmed , was for- .| 
ted to leave Poland , "and with | 
all his forces return home againſt | 
the Daxe. 
The bad ſucceſs which the | 
Daxes had in theſe Wars both by 
Sea and land, obliged the States 
of Zolzzd to put a Fleet to Sea 
utider the command of Admiral 
De /7itt toaffiſt them in the Sound:

ed, that the 1ntended fſuccours. . 
(his death preventing) were by

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for that end, and forthe-ſecurity - 
of the Engliſh. Trade in the Bal- 
zick, in the beginning of the year 
1659. ſent the brave General 1Mor- 
Zague, afterward Earl of Sa nawich, 
with fourty Men of Warr well 
mann'd, and ſome Fire-{hips, why 
on the twenty ſeventh of -4pr1/, 
arrived in the Sod : Shortly at- 
ter came allo De Ruyter with a 
fRrong Fleet from Holland, whoſe 
preſence relieved Coperhagen and 
Opdams Fleet; For the Svegcs not 


. being able alone to come to a try- 


all, the Engliſh refuſing to hght 
until they were ſatisfied in ſome 


demands, and thc news of the al- 


eration of Goveriiment in £e- 


4and ( Richard the ProteQtor being 


turned out of power ) ſ{uperve- 
ning at the ſame inſtant, wich 


called them home again, relieved 


the Belieged, and hindred a new 


rupture betwixt the Zxglih and 


the Datch.; which in all;probabi-

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lity muſt have immediately en- 
{ued. R 
The King of Denmark by* this 
timely ſuccour revived, and the 
Engliſh Fleet returned to Exgland, 
and Opaam to Hollaza; De Ruyter 
with the Dutch and Daniſh Fleet 
continued Maſter of the : Seas, 
ready for ſome Land-undertaking, 
ſince the Swedes (then too weak ) 
cdleclined all engaging at Sea: The 
Iſland of Funnen in the Baltick Sex, 
of the ancient anheritance of the 
Danes, but then #1 the pofſeſion 
of the Sveaes, being taken-by them 
1ome years before, offered-a necel- 
- ary occaſion : And. for that pur- 
pole General Shaack, with ſeven 
thouſand men, being put aboard 
of the Fleet at Kel, were by De 
Ruyter conducted ;'and on: the laft 
of Octaber landed at Kortemundor, 


1n the Iſland of Funnen : The 


Swedes made brave reſiſtance ; but 
De Ruyter diverting their Forces, 
with alarming. at the ſame - time 
other 
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other parts of the Iſland, and 
with a ſtout example, -he him- 
ſlfftanding in the water, encou- 
Taging the Souldiers to land, 
whom 1a-great numbers they 
poured aſhoar; The Swedes were 
overthrown with great  loſle-, 
and the Iſland regained to the 
Dazxes. 

This brave ation of De Ruyter 
gained him more reputation from 
his Countrey, and honour from 
his maſters, then -all which be- 
fore that time he had atchieved, 
and ſo endeared him to the fa- 
vour and eſteem of the King of 
Deamark, that he honoured him 
with the higheſt Order of Knight- 
hood of that Kingdom, being that 
of the Elephant; and orelinicet: 
him with a Chain and Meddal 
of Gold, which afterward he 
wore ; and having remained 
there among the Syedes, unrilt 
the Peace between the Dares and 
them in 449.1660, was — 
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he with great applauſe returned 
with his Fleet home. 

The War betwixt the Danes , 
and Swedes ended ,, and De  Ruy- * ? 
zer with his Fleet ſafely returned © & 
into Holland, new loſſes from the 
Pirates' of rezers , Zripolt , and 
Zunis , called afreſh to the States 
for remedy : The vigilant and 
{ucceſsful De Ryter was by the 
States deſigned for that charge ; 
whoſe good ſervices ({ on the 
like occaſion ) even 1n the infan- 
cy of his Sea-command had been 
remarkable in thoſe Seas ; and 
is therefore diſpatcht with a 
Squadron of Ships into the 
Strejghrs ; where he kept rang- 
ing with his Fleet, cnet ung and 
preſſing thole Corſairs with 1b 
great care and ſucceſs , that the 
benefit of his conſtant pains and 
valour became ſenſible to all the 
Merchants who traded there : 
whereby he confirmed to himſelf 
that fame and reputation vous 
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he had heretofore ſo juſtly meri- 
' - ted, until matters of greater con- 
cern. called him thence , upon 
the. occaſion. following, 
 Aﬀter the wonderfull and 
long-wiſhed-for. re-eſtabliſhment 
of his, Majeſty , the King of 
Great Brittain, 1n the Throne of 
his Anceſtors.., from. which . by 
the madneſs of his. Subje&s he 
had-. been long baniſhed ; the 
States of the, United Provinces 


eva with..the wealth and 


proſperity of many years peace , 
the ordinary. promoters . of am- 
bition ; being, conſcious to them- 
ſelves ,. that their carriage to- 
wards their Neighbors 5 eſpeci- 
ally the Engliſh, however cloak- 
ed , could not. but. breed ſuch 
gjealouſtes as muſt .in. time break 
forth- into open enmity 5 and 
perceiving his. Majeſty. of Great 
Brittain already -lo diſſatisfied 
with: their diſguiſed prattifes, as 
could not but of neceflity produce 
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2 War, reſolved to bring it to a 
tryall as ſoon as poſſibly they 
could, by:-giving the farſt occati- 
on of rupture, under the -pretext 
of being provok'd by 1njuries re- 
ceived upon the Coaſt of Cuiny, 
and elſewhere; Hereupon they 
Ordered Admiral De Ruyter with 
7 a ſ{quardron of thirteen Men of 
3 War then at Gybralrtor in Spain, 
to make ſail for the Coaſt of Ga+ 
»y, and to ſet upon the Engliſh 
there; This he ſo effeQtually per- 
formed, that in a ſhort time he 
deſtroyed moſt of their FaQtories, 
took Cormanteen Caſtle with other 
places, ſeverall Ships and goods 
belonging to the Engliſh. * - - 
That action ſo incenſed his Ma- 
jeſty of Greaz Britain,that war was 
thereupon in azo 16564. publick- 
ly proclaimed againſt the States 
General of the United Provinces, 
impowering all his Mayeſttes Sub- 
jeas, to ule againſt them; theis 
ſubjets and people, all as of 
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ing at home, De Rayter diligent 
in the purſuance of his Com- 
miſſion abroad, attempted the 
burning of the Engliſh Ships at 
Barbadoes, but in vain ; and from 
thence failing to New found land, 
took ſeveral Merchants Ships, 
ſtript the men, and left them 
TER roviſions 3 an act un- 
worthy the name of ſo brave a 
man : ” Thus whilſt Opdam Ad- 
mirall of the Dutch Fleet in 
Fuxe 1655, having. engaged his 
Royall Highneſs . the Duke of 
Pak, wes in fire and {moak 
hurried out of this world, and 
' his Fleet beat home- with great 
loſs of Ships and men ; De Ruy- 
fer remained at Sea, annoying 
the Ships and Foreign Plantati: 


ons of the Engliſh : Sue Opdanas 
death rendred his preſence at 


home abſolutely neceſſary, his 
experience and ſucceſs in War 
being ſo well known to all, ho 
as the. 
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Admirall De Ruyter. 
the univerſal voice of the peo- 
ple daily called his Name, whom 
( according to the tatereſt and 
power they pretend to upon the 
Seas ) they adopted, and intt- 
tled, Sou of Neptune : Advice 
was therefore ſent to him, that 
he ſhould with his Fleet haſten 
home with all expedition : 
whiclr he obeying, {lily flipt by 
the Engliſh Fleet wrapt in mitt, 
as men With their cloaks abour - 
their mouths ſhun. the company 
of thole whom they are not 
willing to meet'; And on the 
laſt of Z#ly 1663. fafely arrived 
in the Zrmes : his arrival was 
congratulated by the States, and 
he thereupon made ; Admirat , 
but with authority not 10. abſo- 
lute , but that he was ſubordi- 
nate to the. Triumvirate of De 
/Vitt, Huygens and Bareel ; 'whb 
according to a new Model, had 
the ſuperintendency of the Na- 
vall affairs. He was no ſooner 

inſtalled 
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inſtalled in his new Command , 
but Zzvft 13. with 2a Fleet of 
Ninety Sail of Men of War, he 
was Ordered out from the Zexel, 
to ſecure and convoy home the 


Zaſt-Tnaia Fleet, and many other - 


rich Merchant-men, which ſtopt 


at Bergen for fear of the Engliſh 


Fleet then at Sea under the 
Command of the Earl of Sand- 
wich ; and whe had been put 
in great alarm by the brave , 
but fruitleſs attempt of Sir 7ho- 
mas Tiddyman, who was ſent out 
to have ſeized them - in their 
harbour -; In his going he met 
not with*the Engli{h Fleet, but 
1nhis return was diſcovered and 
attacqued by the Earl of Szad- 
wich , who finding himſelf too 
weak , bis charge.great, and the 
- windes very high, with a run- 
ning Fight he made the beſt of 
his way , and: with the loſs of 
two great £aff-7nadia Ships, ſome 
other Merchant-men ,. and five 


Men 
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Men of War , he brought his: 


Fleet into the Weſt Zmmes. 
Before his Arrival by a Ma- 
| ſter of a Ship which he had met 
at Sea, he ſent a challenge to 
Major Holmes to meet him there ; 
that ſeeing they two. had been 
the firſt Adventurers 1in the War, 


they might try, the ſucceſs of 


the publick quarrel, as far as 
their particular proweſs and 
fortune could incline it - The 
Challenge was as nobly ac- 
cepted by the Major' , as ge- 
nerouſly and gallantly ſent by 
De Ruyter ; and the King of

In 27zy 1666. De Ruyter with 
his Fleet being at Sea , His Ma- 
jeſty of Great Britain ſet out n 
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: well appointed and great Fleet, 
under the joint Command of 
his Highneſs Prince Rwpert, and 
his Grace the Duke of be- 
marle, renowned tor his valour 
and ſucceſs in the former War 
againſt the Dutch , and now 
advanced to that title ; for the 
great and memorable Services 
performed to the King : but a 
falſe rumour of the French be- 
ing at Sea , occalioned the divi- 
ding of that Fleet : for Prince 
Rypert with the white Squa- 
dron , being ordered ro make 
for the coaſt of Fraxce, to hin- 
der the conjunQion of the 
French and Dutch , who before 
the French came to Sea , the 
Duke of Albemarle was lett, with 
about fifty Sail of Men of War, 
to wait on the Dutch : The 
boundleſs courage of that Duke, 
a diſpiſer of danger , led him 
. tp a gallant , but raſh attempt , 


| -:. *upon'De Ruyter and his Fleet, 


who 
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of Dunkirk , with a number of 
Ships far exceeding the Engliſh; 
was v_ne Fryday the firft of 

0 unexpectedly aſſaulted 
by them , the winde blowing

great and undaunted valour : 
both Generalls on Munday early 
in the morning, purſued the 
Dutch, who were almoſt out of 
ſight, paſſed and repaſſed their 
Fleet ſeveral times : But De Ruy- 
zer finding himſelf ( notwithitan- 
ding of the recruits received ) 
ſo weakned , that his longer 
continuance inaction might have 
produced the effects rather of a

of his minde unacquainted with 
ſuch checks of fortune , encrea- 
ſed ſo that diſtemper of body ;
